illegally paid, even though the p a y 
of the officials a s county 
assesors 
out in ued at the same time. 
Henry W. Schrader, has received a 
letter from A. E. limnke, inheritance 
ax investigator, ('ailing attention to 
tlu* duties of the

assessor 
with reference to tlu* inheritance tax 
aw. 
The letter savs: “Your attention 
is hereby directed to tlu* inheritance 
ax law, which provides that 
the 
•aunty assesor shall lx* the apprais­ 
er of estates for inheritance tax pur­ 
poses, and shall he paid on the eerti- 
tteatc frr th r rntrrf ar the rate of five 
l<«liars 
($5) per day for every day 
actually and necessarily employed in 
such appraisal, in 
addition to his 
regular salary a* assessor. 
“Paragraph 1, of section 13, pro­ 
vides that only those estates that are 
subject to tlu* payment of any tax 
hall he appraised at tiu* expense of 
the state, and authority to appraise 
any estate 
must 
come 
from

judge of the court. Under the law the 
court lias tlu* right to determine tin* 
tax with or without a special 
ap­ 
praiser. As county assessor you are 
tlu* logical man to make these ap­ 
praisements for the court.

to Newcastle dispatches today. The 
crews were rescued and treated with 
the utmost consideration. 
The com­ 
mander of the U-10, who first order­ 
ed them to take to their boats, pass­ 
ed them cigars and coffee and then 
ank their vessel. 
The submarine’s 
commander told them, they reported, 
that lie was ordered to “sink every­ 
thing afloat.” 


The Norwegian sailing vessel Nor, 
according to Amsterdam dispatches, 
was torpedoed by the U-20 off 
the 
coast of Holland 
yesterday, 
while 
enroute to England. 
Her crew of 
twelve men was landed at the Hook 
of Holland today. 


A dispatch from Rotterdam said 
that Dutch skippers reported sight­ 
ing 
several 
German 
submarines 
within a few miles of each other pa­ 
trolling the North Sea. The Germans 
have confined their activities almost 
exclusively to the North Sea and the 
southwest coast 
of 
England 
and 
Wales. Admiralty officials believe the 
Germans now plan to frighten Eng­ 
lish shipping by delivering simultan­ 
eous attacks along the coast of Eng­ 
land.

London, April 2.—A whole flotilla 


of German submarines is now men- 
acing North Sea shipping, according 
to dispatches todny. While destroy- 
ers were sweeping; the English chan- 
nel for the under-sea raiders, 
four 


ships have been torpedoed and sunk 
in the North Sea. It is feared a 
number oi' lives have been lost. Three 
small trawlers have been sunk off 
the mouth of the river Tyue by the 
German submarine U-10, 
according 


to Newcastle dispatches today. The 
rows were rescued and treated with 


the utmost consideration. The com- 
mander of the U-10, who first order- 
ed them to take to their boats, pass- 
ed them cigars and coffee and then 
sank their vessel. 
The submarine's 


commander told them, they reported, 
that ho was ordered to "sink every- 
thing afloat," 


The Norwegian sailing vessel Nor, 


according to Amsterdam dispatches, 
was torpedoed by the U-20 off the 
coast of Holland yesterday, while 
cnroute to England. 
Her crew of 


twelvc men was landed at the Hook 
of Holland today. 


A dispatch from Rotterdam said 


that Dutch skippers reported sight- 
ing several 
German 
submarines 


within a few miles of each other pa- 
trolling the North Sea. The Germans 
have confined their activities almost 
exclusively to the North Sea and the 
southwest coast 
of England 
and 


Wales. Admiralty officials believe the 
Germans now plan to frighten Eng- 
lish shipping by delivering simultan- 
eous attacks along the const of Eng- 
land.

Acts of Recent Legislature Are 
Explained by Expert, John A. Lapp 


(This is the seventeenth of a series 


of articles explaining the new shite 
laws, written for the United Press 
by John A. Lapp, director of the 
Bureau of Legislative Information. 
Editor.) 


For Schools and Teachers 


The amount of important legisla- 


tion relating to schools passed at the 
recent session was not very largo 
lint some measures ol' great interest 
to teachers and school hoards were 
passed. 


The most important is, of coiii'se, 


the Teachers Pension Act which pro- 
vides for the pensioning of teach- 
ers when the majority of the school 
ollicers and school teachers of any 
city of over live thousand, or of any 
county outside of cities of live thou- 
sand, 
favor 
such 
pensioning of 


teachers who have served a certain 
length of time or have become dis- 
abled. Kacli city or county pays for 
its own pensions out of assessments 
upon the teachers and out of the 
school funds, but the whole of the 
pension fund is handled by a State 
hoard consisting of the .Superintend- 
ent of Public Instruction, Auditor of 
State and the Attorney-General. 


Another teachers' pension act ap- 


plying to Indianapolis levies a spec- 
ial tax and puts 
certain 
teachers 


who have fulfilled the requirements 
but, who have retired at the time of 
the passage of the Indianapolis pen- 
sion act of 1!)07. upon the pension 
list. 
This affects about a do/en or 


fifteen former teachers. 


One act relating to school build- 


ings provides that vocational school 
buildings may be located nearer than 
live hundred feet to railroads, intor- 
urhans, and livery stables and other 
school buildings may be when ap- 
proved by the secretary of the state 
board of health and the superintend- 
ent of public instruction. 


In the m a t t e r of transfer and pay- 


ment nT tuition, the old law which 
fixed 
tin: amounts which could be 


charged 
we- amended .-<i that tile 


average cost, slumld be the basis for 
charges made for tuition. I'nder the 
»!d law many eases existed where 
schools were c'lmpelk-d to leach out- 
side pupils ai a price considerably 
Ic-s t h a n the actual cost. 


A law of considerable interest to 


teachers concerning 
their' licenses 


provides that teachers may take ex- 
aminations in two periods instead 
of at one time as formerly. 
Also 


that the holders of stale licenses 
must register their licenses with the 
county superintendent in the county 
where they are leaching. Also that 
no more sixty-month licenses will be 
issued. 
Also that all manuscripts 


in the examination for high schools 
teachers are to be sent to the state 
superintendent's office for grading. 
Teachers are compelled to attend In- 
stitutes one Saturday of each month 
and they receive pay for their at- 
tendance. 


School teasurers who have held 


office under an abnormally high bond 
will find themselves relieved under 
the new law which proportions their 
bonds to the 
amount 
which 
may 


come into their hands at 
any 
one 


lime. 


County truant ollicers will there- 


after be appointed on the first day 
of May instead of on the first Mon- 
day in May. 
This enables the coun- 


ty- board of education to do all of 
its business on one date. 


A new law authorizes two adjoin- 


ing townships to unite for the build- 
ing of a high school when there is 
not a higb school within either of the 
two townships and when the assess- 
ed valuation of (lie two townships 
exceeds .$750.001). 


An act amending the joint high 


schools act of 1011 provides for the 
organization of a" board of control 
when any such joint school is or- 
ganized. 
Heretofore, there was an 


omission in this respect in the law 
inasmuch as it did not provide for 
the management of 
schools 
when 


created. 


An Indianapolis act of consider- 


able interest to that city authorizes 
the acceptance of Winoaa Technical 
I n s t i t u t e in trust and to execute the 
trust in conducting a vocational or 
trade school. 
It authorizes the is- 


tiance of bonds sufiicicnt to build 
a high school building 
and 
other 


buildlings and authorizes the admis- 
sion of any non-resident pupils at a 
tuition not exceeding the 
average 


cost per person and reasonable lah- 
iratory and ship work.

RAISING POULTRY For PROFIT 


By John Wildig 


In these articles which will •appear' 


each Friday 1 will endeavor to ex- 
plain to the best of my ability some 
practical 
methods that have been 


adopted by most of the leading poul- 
try experts, in the world today. In 
mating your poultry, it is very much 
like a man building a new house; No 
sane man or woman would ever think 
of building a line house on a poor 
foundation. 
Therefore, the founda- 


tion of your Hock of poultry—male 
No. 1 and female No. 1-—must be of 
unrelated blood lines. They must be 
of standard size, color, shape, and 
in addition, vigorous, and 
healthy, 


and they must lay an egg of nice 
even size fur the breed they repre- 


nt. 
Next year you mate your pullets 


and cockerel which will be half of 
the blood of the male bird No. 1 and 
female No. 1 as follows: mate the 
best pullets back to male bird No. 1 
and your best 
cockerel 
back 
to 


female No. 1. 
These nuttings 
will 


create (lock No. 4 and No. 5. I will 
explain the third mating in the next 
article. 
' 


But some who read this may say: 


"Why this is inbreeding/' 
Hut it is 


not. 
It is in line breeding, the same 


as you breed your fine horses, cows 
or hogs. You would no more think 
of breeding ajack to your best trot- 
ling mare to produce a race horse 
than you would thing of 
jumping 


down a well, and yet there are so 
many people who mate indiscrimin- 
ately related poultry flocks year af- 
ter year and expect good results. No 
wonder the chicks die in the shell. 
They are not strong enough to get 
nut. 
So, let all of us try to breed up 


:i flock of poultry (hat in three years 
Uine is a credit 
to the 
breed 
it 


represents and a. profitable invest- 
ment for the man or women wh'o so 
faithfully produces them. 


I know myself after twenty years 


of experience raising poultry 
for 


market and showpurposes that this 
is no business .or a man or woman 
troubled with that tired feeling. 
It 


menus work, work, night and day. 
The person who expects something, 
for nothing nowadays will be disap- 
pointed. 


So those using the old 
slipshod 


methods of 
raising 
poultry 
had 


better get busy and fence off a small 
yard for the aceomodation of one 
pair of chickens, as*there is still 
time to hatch out a couple of set- 
tings of eggs, which will give two 
yards to breed from next year. 


To mark these chicks buy a poul- 


try punch (they cost about 25 cents) 
and punch clear one or two small 
holes between the toes of the right 
of Ic't't foot and for the older bird get 
leg bands with the year and number 
stamped on them. They arc inex- 
pensive and by this method you can 
keep a record of each mating. When 
ordering state which breed you are 
ordering for.
